A copy of this letter is being mailed to all of our Alaska 
accounts whose shipments we have in the nast covered with War Risk 
Insurance and it is in order to state that this written authority is 
necessary only where the Government's War Risk Insurance is used. 


In order that you may be fully informed, the present rate 
on Government War Risk Insurance is 25¢ per $100 to Southeastern 
Alaska points but not beyond Cape Spencer; beyond Cape Spencer but 
not beyond Seward 75¢; bevond Seward, including U.S. controlled 
islands within Alaskan area, $1.50, subject to change. 


The above refers only to War Risk Insurance and has nothing 
to do with regular Marine Insurance.

Doctor unwilling attempt 
case here. Many reasons. Advises Fairbanks. Poor alternative to year fur- 
lough.e Could out furlough be advanced? Would need leave April or May. 
Suggest Roy continue here. Please wire reply so we can plan accordingly." 
Yesterday, February 26, my answer was sent to you: “You have permission to 
leave Barrow. Fairbanks is preference. Letter following." | 


Firet cf all you will note that you have our permission to leave 
Barrow for the great event. Since the doctor there is not willing to attend 
the oase, there is no choice in the matter. 


In the second place, I have indicated thet Pairbanks ia my preference. 
Of course, I do not know all the questions involved end it may be that you have 
information that eauses you to feel that it would not be fair to Nan to go to 
Fairbank. In that case I am perfectly willing to abide by your decision. 


In case you do not want to stop at Fairbank, then the Board will give 
you a six month furlough, paying your expenses both ways from Barrow to Seattle, 
Washington. Any additional travel from Seattle will have, of course, to be born 


by youe 


The Board will make this a six months furlough rather than one year 
and it will not interfere with future plans. In other words, when you return 
you will be entitled to another furlough at the end of a five year period. This 
seems to me to be the most logical way to handle this in ease you find it neces- 
sary to come out to the Statese There are other diffieulties in the way of 
having Rey supply for you and Percy Ipalook is scheduled to go to St. Lawrence 
Island. Of course, we can not or should not interfere with any plans that have 
alresdy been established. 


I am happy for you and Nan over the anticipated arrival in June. I 
hope you will take me into the family as an uncle or something.

Dear Sir: 


Since my arrival in Barrow last year as Bhysicisan-in-Cherge of 
the government hospital I have also been family physician to Reverend 
and Mrs. Klerekover. 


Referring to Mrs. Klerekoper's present state of expectant 
motherhood - I feel that you should be made fully aware of my opinion 
and advise to her. The chances of complications in Mrs, Klerekoper's 
case are greater than in a younger woman. She may therefore need better 

fecilities and more skilled assistance than are available at Barrow or 

Fairbanks, Furthermore, the uncertainty of the availability of medical 
care in Barrow in the future will make this a precarious place to which 
Mrs. Klerekoper and a newborn babé shall have to return. 


I assure you, sir, that Mr. and Mrs. Klerekoper are not cogniz- 
ant of this letter. They mentioned a recent telegram from you - and 
that their plans were still indefinite. Torn between one’s Life Work, 

duty, and concern about the welfare of one's wife and child - Mr. 
Klerekoper is in no position to decide. And there is no time for ini- 
decision. The baby is due during the middle of June. 


I am certain you will excuse my presumption in writing to you 
about a matter which concerns their work and themselves. However I 
sincerely feel that such liberty is justifiable under the circumstance 
if my opinion can render you any assistance in advising Mr. Klerekoper.

Dear Dr, King, 


I would like to put in my two cents worth. Please 
don't vorry about this whole thing. At first we thought 
going out would be a good thing. It would heve essured 
everything possible for me end the beby, been a needed change 
for red, possibly allowed him to go to Assembly, and 
we thought, too, thet we might be able to teke en Eskimo 
girl with us end work on the language out there; in which 
cese the time would perhseps have been spent better for these 
people then if we steyed here, for there we could heave put 
in more time, with expert -ssistance, However, the whole 
uprosr seems rq ther unnecessrery to me. I am perfectly 
well, end heve been right slong. ‘here hss mver been the 
least suspicion of any trouble. My steying in bed, etc., 
was merely preceutionary. Probebly a good thing, in view of 
past cifficulties, but having taken those precautions, 
everything else is just fine. Now though I look like the 
dickens, I feel fine, end lively. The doctor has exemined 
me thoroughly from every possible angle, and sees absolutely 
no reason why I should have the slightest difficulty. He 
is overly ceutious in everything. I think it would be 
sefe to plan to have the baby right here, snd that is what 
I would like to do, but he does not want the responsibility, 
so we planned for me to go to Fairbanks, 


As for the situation there, I think it is even better 
theh Fred pictured it to you. Since the doctor wrote you 
(which wes the reason for yourwire, wes it not?) other 
doctors have come to that city, and things sre apparently 
improved. Dr. Hagglend, or whatever his name is, has an 
excellent reputetion, Mrs. Bingle has interviewed him for 
me, and he seemed to think of nothing to suggest except that 
I be sure to get there in time, Champlins heave esked me 
to stay with them, end so heve some other fftends. Also 
Armstrongs in Anchorege, but I do not went to go any further 
then necessary. 


So I em sure everything will turn out just fine, and 
you will be an uncle, as Fred ssid, and if It is twins, 
es I sometimes think,(to Fred's horror) maybe you'd like one 
to be your nemeseke,??? By the way, if you get e chance, 
tell Fred's mother, and any other worriers not to worry. 
I think half the United States knows about this and is 
worried. ‘the governor is here today, and he told me thet his 
wife had heard from some friend of hers who is supposed to 
know us, and wes worried.

I heve your letter of February 27th, and wanted b 
thenk you for your generosity and good wishes in our gret 
happiness. There wes, however, due to our wording of the 
telegrem, e slight error in the impression that it gave you. 
It wes not our doctor who advised Fairbanks, but rather 
advised "Fattbanks poor alternative to year furlough". The 
reason is that Feirbanks was very full, and the doctors have 
their hands full with the added civiliarm and soldiers. We 
were told that it might be difficult to get a place for 
Nan in the hospital in June, so we welkec it over with our 
doctor, and he thought, considering everything, the baby's 
welfare and all, that it would be better for Nan to &#o 
to the States, if that were possible or feasible. We thought 
we might be eble to kill two birds with one stone «nd 
to the Generel Assembly for this Presbytery. On receiving 
your wire, we begen at once to see if arrangements would be 
possible for Fetrbenks. We are not sure, but think that 
Nan will be able to get into the hospital there. Then your 
second wire creme, just before my eastwerd trip, seying thet 
you wented us to come outside. It wes so kte thet we could 
not see how we could possibly pick up the loose ends here and 
get away before Nan would have to leave. Therefore our wire 
to you thet unless some unforeseen emergency arose Nan would 
go to Feirbenks. Your offer was so generous that we can't 
begin to thenk you for it. It could only have been prompted 
by reel interest in our welfare, based on a love of our Lord, 
Thank you and the other members of the Hoard. 


We have, of course, given this our best thought, and 
it seems to be the wisest thing now for Nen to go to 
Fatrbenks. Chemplins have invited her to stey with them, 
andvr. Haggland has already egreed to take the case. 
Our doctor here lacked the tools, end Nan being along in 
yeers might prove complicated, though there are no indications 
of such. I think he is teking the cautious side but thet may 
pe best, in the long run. If you cere to be an uncle to 
our bret, you are it already. What pteletion does that mske me? 
A brother of yours?

IT have often wondered how your experiments with clothing came out..... 


Our Board of Selective Service hag been asked for ten men. We had quite 
a job getting word to the fish camps, reindeer herds, ete., that the buys 
were wanted.

I auppose you get many letters from fond mothers about their "favorite 
sons", This letter can be classed with that type. We think of these boys 
as "our boys", We have known them since they were kids and have learned 
to appreciate their virtues and know their vices. Permit me, Colonel, 

to give you a little of their background. | 


Probably their chief characteristic is their wiliingness to do what they 
are told to do to the best of their ability, especially when a white man 
directs. When, for exampie they understood they were needed in the armed 
forces of Uncle Sam they volunteered. They have been marching around the 
village as a group with heads high and arns swinging, making those who 
are not going envious of thelr incoluntary esprit de corps. 


They mre a very unsophisticated group, and their experience at Ladd Field 
will be their first contact with civilization. Because of this, we have 

been giving them a few pointers in meeting people and on the manners of white 
men, They know aothing of drinking, gambling, or sven ing Syne hope they 


never learn. 


They ere not without ability in their own fields, Since childhood they have 
used guns, knives, and dog-sleds and are experts in anything that involves 
these things. Most of them are crack shots with a rifle and can hit a two- 
inch bull's eye at seventy-five yards, as I have seen them do at the shooting

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Contests we have at Christwas and other times. They know dogs inside 
and out and can run beside a dog-team all day, Oae of the group was the 
idol of the village lately because he found wolves which were bothering 
the reindeer herd and literally can then “cau 


None of them have gone beyond thet eigih ghedee I understand from Sgt. 
Morgan of the Signal Corps thet there may be an opportunity for them to 
study; they are anxious to avail themselves of this. Some have had 
experience with motors. Because we Live on tiecoast this has been lergely 
with marine motors, The general principle of combustion motors is the same, 
and they ean learn the differences should you see fit to use them in this 
line of work, 


Finally they iike tee te church tid would probably appreciate being 
allowed, when possible, to attend their own church in town, the Presbyterian. 


T hope I have not again assumed to get beyond the bounds of reason. Weare 
interested in this unique group and hope they will prove a credit to the army a 
to their commanding officer.”

Dear Miss Gillespie: 


Then there is a deposit slip dated Nov. 16, ten dollars each from Germantowm 
and Miss DeVore. “It is very confusing to our already confused bank account 

to have these mission items put in our bank. Can't you hold them until ordering 
time, or send them as they come to Mr. Howell in Seattle, and let him hold them? 
Now take this twenty dollars. Hither we have to write a check and send it to 
Mr. Howell, or spend the money here for local work. We would rather Mr. Howell 
got it directly. Then we don't have to worry about it. We are not long on the 
bookkeeping. 


We do have a few suggestions for next Christmas -- that is, for the mission boxes. 

It worked out just fine last year to have Mr. Howell purchase things from Sears with th 
the $150. sent by the Ardmore church. In fact it worked out better then was intended. 
I am sure the people got all of $200's worth out of it, due to the mix-up in the 
deposit. You may remember that you wrote first that you were depositmg this to our 
account. So I right away hurried off an order to Sears. The you got my letter 

asking you not to do it that way, and the money was withdrawn and Mr. Howell ordered 
with it. So two batches came, and since it was impossible to extricate what we had 
inadvertantly paid for from what Mr. Howell had, I just took out a batch of cloth that 
I thought I could use and left the rest. I think it would be fine if Mr. Howell bought 
things like that again this year (only without the mix-up) and had them sent out by ‘r 
freight. The societies could also send him the packages, and he could pack them 

all together into larger boxes and send them along. The societies could send a certain 
amount of money along with the boxes, to pay for the transportation.--so much per 
pound, vhatever that amounts to. 


The contents of the packages should not, of course, be renoved for packing though 

hat would facilitate packing, for then I would not know whom to thank for what. 

But the packages could be put into bigger boxes, just as they come. We would get them 
all at the same time, the mails would not be clogged, and there would be less mix-up 
and trouble on the part of the societies, 1 am sure. What do you think? If you 

think it is a good idea, you could get in touch with them through Women and Missions 
or however you do such things.

Many packages sent to us personally or otherwise have been returned from the Seattle 
Post Office to the senders because they were not the right size or weight or were sent 
too late.

but it would save a lot of trouble by a great many others. So many wrote me that theirs 
had been returned and they had had to unpack then and wrap them all over. It must have

She has..a unique bed, probably the world's largest 
whalebone basket. :One of the young men here (Marvin Peter) 
made it for her. At night' now she usés a crib, but still uses 
the basket for daytime naps downstairs. - 


So many people have asked how we keep her warm. There's 
nothing to it, especially since so many of her friends have 
sent her sweaters, etc. At the moment she is sitting in her pen 
wearing a long-sleeved shirt, a diaper, wool soakers, a pair of 
jersey rompers, avsweater, and some knit bootees. Usually 
she is barefooted and often without the. sweater.

"Scribing" the linoleum means to 
scratch a mark all around the edge, so many inches away, 
following the contours of door indentations, crooked walls and 
corners, so when cut and put into position, the linoleum fits 
right. So we. scribed and cut, pasted”“and rolled both field 
and border, and only those who have cut a piece of linoleum 
wrong can describe that agony of remorse and chagrin. Things 
that are taken for granted, such as trap doors and the position 
of the kitchen range, suddenly "increase" in importance.

munity here. Out of the 19 here last year, at least 11 have 
left and 14 come.

The Weather Bureav personnel has bcen in-« 
creased by a family with three little boys, and by an enors 
mously tall young man. The KlereKopers have shown a net increase 
of one.

War always’ seems to make a wage problem more acute. 
Many of our youhg men are in the army. Others have goné to 
Fairbanks and. found highspaying’ jobs on the road construction. 


All the other white families here are earning more than one 


salary, and can therefore afford to pay. the higher rates that 


the people here are asking. For instance, the CAA ménage can ike 
easily afford to give their cook (who formerly worked here) } a 
two dollars a day, and yet no one of them is paying her much by 
more that we did. Consequently we have been getting along with Ss 


heard from us more often, that is one reason.

The CAA has been building another residence for the 
Weather Bureau, and moving the other two houses, built last 
winter, from their present position on the ocean bluff to an- 
otner site further back on the tundra. Wages are high and time 
and avhalf on Sunday. The result is an increase of Sunday 
workers with the corrésponding decrease in faith and church 
attendance. The*community which puts its faith in God, as 
this one does, must live by that faith, and it must be strong 
enough to accept the words of Matthew 6:33 where Jesus” says, 
(according to our Basic English New Testament) "Let your 
first care be for his kingdom and his righteousness; and all 
these other things will be given to you in addition." 


The war has brought vs other mixed blessings: Coal is 
being mined on the Meade River and is to be hauled here by 
tractor. Two big tractors, outcasts of the army, arrived last 
Summer for the purpose. Cheap available coal will be a wonder- 
ful thing for this cémmunity, but it has already cost a life. 
One of our men was run over by the larger tractor, and died as 
a consequence. 


1000 Words + 113000 Words = Too Many Words to Remember 


We spoke of the Basic English New Testaments awhile ago. 
In this very fine new translation, only 1000 basic English 
words are used,.instead of the 114000-odd words supposed to 
exist in our language. This New Testamént is a godsend to 
people with a limited vocabulary. We just got in twenty copies, 
and could have sold a hundred. We are sending for more immedi- 
atély. (N,.B. If anyone is thinking of sending us Bibles, we 
would appreciate Basic English. E.P.Dutton and Co.) 


10 Jobs + 2 = Too Many

ga shortage of time. I am very soryy this happened so that you 
had to wire us. We mailed the orders registered airmail from 
Kotzebue on April 8, addressed to Mr. William Howell, 1204 
American Bank Bldg., Séattle, Wn. We got back the registered 
receipt, so that I know it went off. 


To explain the mission orders. The paint is a big item. It is 
for the inside of the church, and we hope there whl be enough 
left over to do the rest of the downstairs here in the manse. 
AAyear from this coming summer will be the first opportunity for 
doing the church with paint that is sent up this summer, because 
it is best do do it wnen the weather is warm. By that time it 
will be needing it very badly. 


We explained to Mr. Howell about the food order, and I don't 
imagine you are interested in those details. 


There is also a list of things for him to buy with any money 
wiich may have been forwarded to him in lieu of mission 

boxes. That list is just suggestions, and fe do not expect it 
to be filled entirely, or just as it is put down. 


The battery is needed for the small Kohler plant. It would be 
possible to use it now if we hooked up two of our 6-volt batteries 
to it, but if we did that, we wonld have none for the radio and 
the snowmobile. 


Besides the orders that I sent to Mr. Howell, I am enclosing 
in duplicate another personal list of Sears stuff, and if you 
would be so kind, please forward one copy to Mr- Howell.

My wife showed me the fine letter you had written when I came 
home from a five weeks trip to Fairbanks for dental worke I still look to you as 
largely responsible for my being a missionarye You wrote a pamphlet years ago, 
whose title always escapes me when ZI wish to quote it, the message was challeng= 
ing enough to steer me into the SeVeMe for those confusing years of development in 
a small college. 


‘his introduction permits me logically to launch into the min 
subject of this epistle. We have now been with the Board of National Missions 
for ten years, eight of which have been spent in Barrow. Our first love has ale 
ways been Foreign Missions rather than National. We havo enjoyed the work here 
andthere is still work to doe The church, which is the largest in Alaska, has 
taken on the nature of an established churche Since our arrival the parish has 
spread to Demarcetion Point, 500 miles southeast of Barrow. (Everything is south 
but the pole). We feel, that to some extent, wa have reached our limits. The 
late Dre Cleland McAfee took us to lunch one day in New York and during the cone 
versation said, “Fred, when you see the edges of your work, look for a change". 
It seems that time has come. ; | | 


This town has a population of four or five hundred and every 
adult is a member of the church. This is not my work alonee My predecessors 
planted well what I have watered and 1 am sure we all look up to the One who has 
given the increasée 


Your letter brought into focus a possibility that has been 
vague in our minds for some time, "Would the Foreign Board be able to use us?" 
We feel we must make a changee We have had several tempting offers from churches in 
the states. I used the word "tempting" because we feol we are missionaries at 
heart and other men who have not heard this call, could Pill the pulpits at home. 
Dre Everett King has asked us to come to New Mexico to work with hime As you know 
+ ere is a University in Albuquerque with work to be done among young peeplee Are 
King says his church has men who are waiting for leadership. And also there are 
Mexicans and mixed bloods although these are not ministered to, by his churche 


Ths offer has not been put into the form of a call by the church 
but I am assured will be if we say, “yes". If we accept, Dre King would like to 
have us there by Octobere Before answering them cefinitely, I am writing to ask if 
you feel that the Foreign Board would consider us as candidates. We would rather 
continue as missionaries than do any other work. There are many tings involved 


and I know these things cannot be rushede However if after you have had time to 
consider you could send us a wire collect, it would save perhaps a month of delay

As you know this is the largest church in Alaska, living conditions 
are difficult and I have had to do the work alone. 


there are phans in the Board Rooms for an 
adequate building, which should have been built °nd which I 
strongly advocated from insurance money from the hospital fire. 
vhe money was divided piece-meal throughout the territory but 
I understand there is about $5000 left. 


I heve resched certain limits although I feel 
there is much work to be done here which perhaps someone else 
could do better. I would not like to get into a rut and let 
the work suffer. 


my first love has always been Foreign Missions, 
I have written asking Dr. Wysham, who is ea friend,what the 
possiblities are with the Foreign Board in China. If they 
do not heve vacancies I believe it will be best to accept a 
pastorate in the States. 


For the work here, may I recommend to you

I was expecting to receive word about your furlough within the 

next year or two and would not have been surprised to have received 
word of your desire to remain in the States when you come out then, 
but aa not now prepared wentaliy or with a replacement for nse resig- 
nation this time, 


. From you list of "suggestions", we wouid conclude that you have been 
working under great handicaps of which I had no knowledge. Ali of us 
in the Alaska office ure new and were not aware of your need of 4 snow- 
mobile. Two years ago something might have been done about it, bat now 
it seems alaost impossible to find a new station wagon availiable for 
this purpose. However, we shall start work on it and gee what can be 
done. Even if one can be found it is teo late for summer shipping. We 
are sorry that this has happened and we shall try to prepare the way 
later, 


Frankly I do not understand your resignation, There has been no 
indication of this up to this moment. Your grocery order and requests 
for Christwas have been received and filled as if you planned to be 

there next winter. What has happened to cause this action? Have we 

go utterly failed you that you must leave us so suddenly or has something 
hapyened up there to make you decide to leave? 


There id no possibility of replacement without doing great damage to all 
of our work along the arctic coust. Perey has been at Gambeil with his 
family until recently. Two of his children were developing T. B. and he 
took his family tc his wife's family in Kotsebue. He was granted a wonth's 
leave for this purpose, and promised to return until we couid find a 
replacement. At first I wondered where to send him, but now it has 
developed that Miss Stauffer must be replaced at Wales, and de has 
asked to go there when a replacement is available. Thus far, I have 
failed to find any replacement for any station on the arctic coast. About 
seven hundred fifty of our ministers are in the chaplaincy, and we have 
about 2500 vacant churches in the States. Percy, Miss Stauffer, Gambell 
and Wales wait daily for word of help from me, but there is none to send.

I have even placed a call in Monday morning, but there is no response. 
Now if you leave, Barrow wili be left indefinitely without ministerial 
leadership, and the work which you and your wife have developed so 
wonderfully will go backward. We plead with you to remain .t your 

post for another year, and we shall do our best to provide replacement 
for you. By that time the ministerial emergency in the States shouid be 
eased and our possibility of help will be much Ja eens 


Others are remaining «t their tasks during this emergency , and are 
pestponing their desired plans for the good of the work. Harry Champlin 
had appiied for the chaplaincy, but the committee refused his application 
on the grounds that he was rendering a great service in Fairbanks and could. 
not be spared. He has accepted this decision and is remaining at his task. 


43 conditions have developed I am exceedingly sorry thut Barrow was not 
included in my itinerary in Alaska lest spring. We at the office had no 
inkling of the problens which Bob Atwood related to me and I did not arrive 
in Fairbanks until « week after your telegram arrived. I tried to arrange 
transportation with the army through the Chief Chaplain in Washington, but 
he claimed to have no authority. A visit would have given me & much better 
appreciation of your problems as well as the’ wonderful work which you have 
done. It would also have given me a better background to push for funds 

to supply some of your needs. I am looking forward to ve visit next 
sumier and I hope you and Nan wilt be. Apert, 


Thus. far I hove said Ccnine about the Board's rule requiring six months 

notice for withdrawal and the completion of the five year term for travel 
expense and furlough, but all of these seem small compared to the critical 
necessity of having you there for andther year until we ean get the situation 
well enough in hand to be ready with jcc a utestatce 


All I can do ia to lay before you the dituation: and ask for the continuation 
of your service at Barrow for another year. In my best judgment the weifare 
of the work demands it. Heanwhile we shall Search Sor @ successor. May the 
Lord guide you both in tots decision. ) )

I have your letter of August 25 and will attempt to 
answer your questions and comment on your statements. As I 
mentioned in e former missive, letters are vehicles of the 
gifted, but are as cubersome to ordinery men as roe vetoed 
to the Roman armies, 


Permit me to begin by saying that of the Secretaries 


we have worked under during our ten years with the Board, we 


frankly feel you are bringing the most to the job. I am sorry 
this combination of circumstances has arisen to cause you 
difficulty before you are settled. We expect the work wilat 
progress substantially under your leadership. 


I have been discouraged with the succession of events 

both from this end and the other end of the work. Probably 
the main source of dissatisfaction is the language difficulty, 
which hinges on a policy of the Board. They send men out to 
convert others t». the greatest Thing this world knows, when 
the workers cannot understand the idiom of the people to whom 
they are sent. Even the death title of Jesus was written in 
three languages that "all might read", But the Board sees fit 
to send ministers to the KHskimos with His life story in English 
alone. Imagine vourself worshipping in French. Suppose the 

greatest message you ever heard, in which your heart was to 
find strength and peace was in = tongue foreign to you! To 
understand my point read such books as the "Shrine of a People's 
Soul", In a nutshell, I think you could profitably send every 
man working among foreign speaking peopvle,with English alone, 
to a linguistic school. ‘the Foreign Board has this policy in 
some cases givéng their men three years of language study. 
Fail to do this and you will always find your men doing "surface" 


work. 


I have wanted to know the language and have a dictionary 
of over two thousand words. I believe its accuracy will stand 
scientific test. Eskimo has never been written sat&sfactorily. 
The American Bible Society's New Testament in the Kuskokwim 
dialect in Anglicized spelling is so difficult that even the 
people of that district do not use it. 1 am in correspondence 
with such men as Drs. Stefansson and Janess who are great enough 
to admit the inadequacy of their own work in this field. I believe 
it will be twenty-five or thirty years before Knglish is used 
by the Eskimos entirely, if then. On what must there souls be 
nurtured in the meantime?

Dear Friends of Barrow Mission: 


We do not know how to begin to thank you for the many lovely boxes and packages 
you sent us this year. We were really quite overcome both by the number and 
quality of the packages and by the number of new friends. 


We spent almost three weeks unpacking them, and I wish you could see that large 
upstairs room in the warehouse. Two pipes, the width of the room, are hung 
with coats, pants end dresses. It would be interesting to comt the number of 
jigsaw puzzles. One whole corner is devoted to then, enough, we belive, for 
every man, Woman, and child in the village, and some extras for the Seabees at 
the navy camp if they want them. There is a large box overflowing with soap, 
another with tea, raisin, ete. another with towels. We have plenty of baby 
clothes now. Thank yoy, too, for remembering the boys. Boys are always a 
problem when we make up the Christmas packages. We already outfitted two 

boys who are on their way outside to the orthopedic hospital. They were es- 
pecially delighted with the leather airplane caps we found for then. 


The only thing we have less of than usual is cloth, and we realize that that 
is very difficult to get anywhere. The large amount of elothing will go far 
to make up for this shortage, however. Altogether you semt more than we have 
every received before, and we are wondering how to accowmt for this. 1+ must 
be due partly, no doubt, to its having been made easier (for you) by sending 
them via Rev. Howell (Rev. William J, Howell, 107 Main St., Renton, Wa.) We 
hope R,v- Howell will be willing to take charge again, although we imagine 
he was almost swamped this year. 


Our freight did not come in very good condition this year, but only one of the 
mission boxes actually had things spilling out of it. Two boxes contained 
broken containers of baby powder, and one of cocoa, which didn't help the con- 
tents any, but everything else was all right. 


There was some confusion in our minds as we opened boxes as to who had sent which. 
Mr. Howell had repacked a number of boxes, putting several into one container. 
Although he took care to include names, we would sometimes open them from one 
side or the bottom instead of the top, and then not know quite where were at. 

This wrinkle can be easily ironed out next year, but if we thank you for things 
you didn't send, or vice versa, please forgive us. At least you will know your 
box arrived. ) ' ! 


There was another wrinkle, due to the fact that most boxes were not repacked, but 

were sent on uust as they camese Some of you included articles for St. “awrence 
Island, and kev. Howell, all unknowing, sent them on here, because they were not 
clearly marked on the outside. We still don't know quite what to do about these 
things, since there is no way to get them to St. “awrence now. A word to the wise « - 
put Barrow and St. Lawrence things in separate packages, plainly marked. 


Another couple of items for you to remember if you packanother box for the Arctic « 
pack them solidly. Loosely packed boxes do not carry well. A paper towel carton 
is not very strong, and if it contains jigsaw puzzle boxes which are only halfo 
filled, the puzzle boxes are based in and pieces lost. One box of jigsaws came 
well packed. In each box was not only the puzzle, but also an undershirt, a 
couple of pairs of stockings, a smaller jigsaw, or some such thing. Those boxes 
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were among the few that arrived in perfect condition. Any scheme like that can x 
be used to save space, too. The steamship company charges by space, rather than 

by weight (unless the article is small and heavy). Don't fill spaces with waste ~ 
paper if you can help it <= use something thatis going into a box anyway. There 

is no use of paying freight on old newspapers. 


Speaking of saving space, may we mention two things which we hope to get none 
of next year. It may seem unkind to do so. We do not wish to depreciate things 
that are undoubtedly good and useful in most places, but not here. Nor do we 
wish to seem ungrateful to those who have sent them. We know that the spirit 
behind these gifts is the same as that of the others. Is is just that at pres- 
ent we have no use for Sunday School material of the graded lesson series, and 
only a limited use for Christmas cards. We are glad to get Uniform Lesson series 
material, because that is what we use (one year later than you do), and a small 
amount of the graded can be disposed of; but we assure you that we have enough 
graded material and Christmas cards on hand to last for ten years, the way we 
use them. Send such materials elsewhere where they can be made use of. Some 
day, when we get a new church building, with separate Sunday School rooms and 
all that, we will probably want to chagne to graded lessons; but under the 
present circumstances we feel the uniform lessons are better. 


Now a few words about next year. We don't know for sure if Rev. Howell will be 
willing to transship mission boxes again or not. We hope so. You will be able 
to find to find out about that in plenty of time. Please address boxes not to 
us by name, but to the Presbyterian Mission, Barrow, Alaska, and be sure your 
name, address and, if possible, a list of contents is also inside the box. 

Wrap in sturdy boxes. A piece of oileloth on the outside is a good idea. 


The reasonwe ask you to address packages to the Mission is that our furlough is 
due this coming summer. le hope to leave in time for Fred to get to General 
Assembly. We hope to see as many of you as circumstances will permit. Our plans 
are very indefinite. We feel that any missionary working among people of another 
language needs to be able to speak that language to do any really effective Christ- 
ian work. Therefore wmless we can arrange somehow to have time to spend on the 
language, we do not expect to return to Alaska. Our work here has been too shal- 
low as far as the native population is concerned. We think a lot of these people 
and want something better for them. Our best work has been in our own language, 
with you folks at home. 


We want to thank you one and all for the generous gifts and sympathetic under- 
standing you have given us during our eight years among the Eskimose We will 

leave with rezret and yet with thankfulness for the privilege which has been ours 

in serving here. Whatever we have been able to do has been due in no small degree 
to your gifts and ecouragement. Someday you will have your regard. The Scriptures 
tell us that bread cast on the waters will return. 


Once again may we thank yous We will send you our annual news letter around Christ- 
mas time.

portation to that field. ‘The Board's rule says that a term of service 
jn Alaska should be five years, At the time this provision was made for 
a long term contract it was stated also in that provision that a contract 
san be dissolved at the end of any budget year upon six months notice by 
the Beard or the missionary. This was arranged so that either party can 
be releaseds It is quite possible as 1 find it in many other thinge that 
those who were concsemed in these matters had not deen notified. In fact 
I discovered at the meeting of Alaska Presbytery last April that there was 
@ good deal of uncertainity in the minds of our Alaskan missionaries con= 
eerning the rules and relationships of the Board uider waich they minister.

Thank you for your letter written from Wainwright giving us some suggestions 
concerning that station. Your letter is most helpful in giving us a picture of 
the needs of that Church, and we want to do something about it. We have discovered 
there is some money here which has already been appropriated for that Church and we 
want to work out a suitable program before the boat goes up again so that we can 
take care of some of these needs. 


We are glad to get your reaction about loy tauuiiae schoole I hesitated to 
ask the Cabinet of Missionary Operation to give this permiseion because our ex= 
perience, ever war tine, with this thing has not been too good. I shall write him 
reminding him thet his main task is the wor'k of the Chard and ask hin +o do his 
teaching only part time. 


Roy did write and asked for a grate for his above but his request came too 
late to be able to get the materials and ship then with the summer order. . We shall 
write him again early January asking him for a complete statement of the needs of 
the station. Meanwhile, we shall investigate the possibility of the light plant 
and hope to get one before the shipment next summer. We are endeavoring to get 
all of our missionaries to foresee these needs and give us a report in plenty of 
time to get the materials to them insofar as we have the funds to do it. When we 
know months in advance it my be possible even to go outside ¢ eur regular budget 
and ask certain. individuals to help use 


We are greatly interested in gour suggestion about the retirement of Andrew 
Akootchosk, and the appointment of Roy to teke his work along the Arctic Coast. 
We have very little personal information here about Andrew, ‘The information form 
which we sent to him was never returned and we have been able to find out very 
little about his pension benefits.

Your many letters arrived the middle of January. I have 
satel often attempted to answer them but the letters were not to my 
5 my liking, on second thought, nor would they have been pleasent 
to receive. I shall attempt to finish this one with a fair 
amount of decorum, 


In your October 25th letter you asked whether the boat 
arrived and whether we were able to get our supplies. it is 
a long story but these are the facts: the ship finally arrived, 
It did not, however, unload fuel or gasolene. I had asked Dr. 
Somerndike for an extra years's supply for just such an occasion. 
He did not think it right to spend the money this way,as 
transportation costs heve always bean high to this point. 
By cutting down and saving where we could, over the years we 
have enough coal and fuel oil to see us through the winter. 
People have died for the lack of the fuel the boat did not 
unload. At the present writing, there are 14 caskets stacked _ 
in the church waiting for the funeral service which can only 
be held when the doctor givesus permission to hold the service. 
Many of these people would be alive today if the coal had been ~ 


delivered. As it was, all the government agencies ssion 


took a percentage of the coal which was unloaded. (We got 
-—sacks out of 544.) Our reserve saved our own skins. ‘7 
“go-much—involved in this particuler problem that this letter 
could be entirely devoted to this subject alone, The other 
supplies have come, except for the paint which was "dumped off" 
at Wainwright. Fortunately we were acquainted with the Governor 


of the territory or we would have been forced to wire{for 
permission to leave this station. He turned the ship back. 


I shall leave the questions you ask about the new 
developments to another letter which I hope to write to-morrow, 


In your November 8th letter, in reply to mjme of Ocztober 
6th about the difficulties here that concern my relation with 
the Hoard: you missed the most important question that I raised. 
whe study of the languege is to my mind basic to the success or 
failure of the work here. The new man should have the opportunity 
of at least two years of the languege slone without the many calls 
and pastoral duties of this largest church in Aleska, I have a 
dictionary of about two thousand words which has taken us hundreds 
of hours to collect. It seems to me, this is only a small portion 
of the time necessary to do a good job. With the influences from 
the outside that are coming in,faster than the people can realize,

Had you come to Harrow we could have talked these problems 
over and perhaps avoided my resignation. Other secretaries have 
missed this largest church in Alaska, in membership and, I hope, 
spirit. their reports are a good indication that they are 
"typical tourists" instead of understanding administrators. 

One for example sees all, hears all and unfortunately tells 
all, of the "Don'ts" in Mrs. Hayes admirable little book 
"Arctic Gateway". Alaskans ridicule such reports. 


My plea is for understanding the field so policies 
advantageous to all may result. the flid policies of the board 
are apparent i.e. that my furlough is due" in the next year 
or two". Witness the falling off of membership on Confession 
of Faith as reported in the G.A. News. Yet the Board cannot 
find funds for a Secretary of Evangelism, I am a prophet and 
the son of a prophet and I predict a continual loss of member- 
ship until our Board and perhaps our church changes its tactics. 
The future of the Kingdom is as bright "as the promises of God" 
put frankly the Board is stagnant. The Monroe Doctrine has 
proven itself inadequate for our country. Until the Board is 
revamped to meet present needs they too will prove inadequate. 
Perhaps you will say, "I am unjust. See the various ways we 
have served". Holding out my illustration I answer, "See our 
country.She too dealt with foreign nations: but basically she 
believed in ‘laisse faire'. Our statesmen are now awake to 
the need of a change. Will the churchmen remain dormant? 


As to hardships and handicaps here, these are everyday 
words with us and we do not ask for ease. I know you will do 
all you can about getting a snowmobile for this station. Ration- 
ing ,that the States are now experiencing ,has so long been a 
part of Alaskan diet that our stomachs are used to it. 


As to the Board's ruling requiring six months notice 
and completion of a five year term for travel expenses. The 
first is news to me. When was the rule made? When was it pub- 
lished? I have never received word to this effect. May I 
suggest that a fulé set of rules and regulations be drawn up 
and sent to those involved. 


Again I am sorry these things have arisen during your 
first few months. If you think what I have suggested is 
the truth you will do your best to rectify these errors in 
policy. I feel that you will do much to further this branch 
of God's service to men, 


In closing, the French have an expression, "L'amour 
et la fumée ne peuvent se cacher", You will be the judge whether 
this missive is "love or smoke", Whichever it is it cannot be 
hid.

People of the village are together in the village for a short period now 
that the whaling is over. Most of the men who camped out on the ice hunte 
ing whales and etc. for almost two months are back home. Although whales 
were not gotten unusual number of seals were killed. In two weeks time 
just before the whaling crews left the ppen lead for shore there was an 
extra run of seals and about three hundred or more seals were killed in 
that time. Many remembered the goodness of Providence for this incidences 


The church work or program is going on in usual routine with nothing much 
to interfere with the work. I have had two different people at different 
times who, of their own selves call on me to talk over of their spiritual 
problems . Prayer and encouragement was had and given to each ones It is 

my conviction that the Lord has blessed these individuals for Baving 
shared their difficulties with Him and His servant. 


on 

Also, there was a case of unfinished business from the former, meet ings 
prior to my arrival which was finished early part of this month. Some 
suspended members were also considered in the various session meetings 
which have served their term of suspensions. Some weré considered as 
reinstated to full fellowship of the church because the session deemed them 
worthy of reinstatement. In one of these session meetings there were four 
young people who appeared before the session of their own free will without 
any citation from the session and expressed their repentance by confessing 
their sinse They were admonished and prayed with by use One of them was 
an army boy from Barrow who during his army life had fallen deep into sin 
of various types. He earnestly sought God's forgiveness. Before his coming 
to the session meeting I had a long talk with him alone about his spiritual 
welfare.Bvendently, he did some thinking and decided of his own will to meét 
with the session. If these and few other experéences of the month could 
indicate anything, it is my conviction that we are on the forward march 

in closer fellowship with God and our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Fourth of July took place on Wednesday, According to the custom of the 
past, games were had with prkzes for the Winners during the day. All games 
were closed in the evening for a period of prayer meeting service. Our 
topic of thought for the prayer meeting was, twofold liberty we enjoy tie 
through the Son, After the service the games of the day were closed with 

a base ball game between the seabees and the natives. Natives win the day 
for which we were proud. 


Friday after the fourth of July was our local"Memorial Days We spent the 
day by fixing up our graveyard. Graves needing more sodding up were sodded, 
Markers were repaintec ag far as the gallon of paint could serve. According 
to the elders, Mr. Klerekoper had promised one gallon of paint for this 
oceasion when the time cemes, which I granted to comply with the arrange= 
ment made by him. 


During this month Wainwright Presbyterian Church has send me their offering 
for the month of July which” T have forwardea under separate cover. I have 
had several letters from some of them whenever plane comes from down that 
way which give us encouragements or rather impression that the church there 
4g doing very well so far under various leaders. The report I got from 
there about the last Quarter's Review of Sunday school lessons and especially 
the Golden Texts from memory-was rather interesting.

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My dear Doctor Dalzell: 

EC: 
At the last meeting of the Seattle Presbytery 1 met Dr, Montague. In 
the few moments I had with him I urged upon him the crying need for a new 
chureh building at Point Barrow Alaska. He suggested that 1 write to you 
concerning the matter. He assured me that you would lay it before the 
commission that is in charge of allocating the monies of the “estoration Fund. 


Point Barrow is very near to my heart. Urs. Cram and I Spent twenty-five years 
r in Alaska. Practically half of that time was at Barrow. ‘We were first sent 

there by the Government to take charge of the. school and Reindeer “tation. 

While there on our first detail we had charge of both the school. and the church 

a part of the time. ae : : uae ) 


After we came out from Alaska in 1925, Mrs. Cram and I made it a custom to pray 
for the Barrow Church both nigzht and morminzs at our family worship. Since she 
went to be with the Lord in 19),;0 I have kept that custom up. One cannot carry 
a group of people like that to the Throne of Grace every day without being in- 
terested in them. 


Briefly the history of the Point Barrow Church buildings is as follows: The 
Presbyterian Church was organized there through the interest of Doctor Sheldon 
ackson. In the late 80's. fhe First Church building was built at Barrow about 
that time. 


The church was built on the basis of combined construction. The manse and 
sanctuary under one roof-- a decidedly wrong type of construction in the Arctic 
where the only fire protection is shoveling very hard snow on to the flames with 
the aid of a few hand grenades. 


I think that it was in the spring of 1909 that this building burned down. Because 
of the combined construction---church and manse--both were a total loss. This 
cuased Dr. llarsh--Medical Missionary---great inconvenience. He had to take his 
family into an Eskimo house. Jt was nearly two years before they could get in 
the new Manse. ; 


‘in 1910 Mrs. Cram and I went to Barrow on our first detail as Government teachers, 
A few days after we arrived the sailing ship Volante came with all the lumber on 
board for the Manse and Church as well as the Missionarie's personal supplies. I+ 
was the last of August and getting late. Snow flew in a few days after landing. 


The Volante was in command of Captain John Backland the owner. The Shipment in- 
cluded lumber shingles, doors, windows, hardware all necessary material for the two 
buildings. Definite instructions came to the effect that the two buildings were 
to be separate. They were to be far enough apart so that if the one caught fire 
the other wouln't burn, 


The regulation proved a life saver for under the ministry of Doctor Greist the manse 
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the Manse burned down again. This time the church remained. A new manse 
was built later. Both are still standing. 


The church built in.1910 has always been grossly inadequate for the work. 
There is no provision e# for Sunday school class rooms. Classes are held 

in groups all over the building. You can imagine the results. Take a dozen 
or more teachers, shouting to the tops of their voices---trying to get their 
lessons across to their pupils--and, what have you? 


Well, the Rev. Klerekoper and his wife on ther way out, having served the 
Barrow Mission some seven or eight years, told me in Seattle some two years 
ago that it was “a perfect bedlam”. They were right. there should be 

some sort of classroom facilities accommodating 400 to ];00 pupils of all ages. 
I think this should be a separate one story building. Then far enough away 
from this class room building there should be built a fine Sanctuary. 


The original church in 1910 was built on “bam-like"™ lines. It was a plain 
building 60 x 90 feet, 12 foot side walls with gabbel roof. It was shingled. 
Its outside walls were plain shiplap consturction, tarpmper next to the studding 
for insulation. Over the shiplap was a heavy white drill cloth painted red. 

It was ceiled inside with beaded ceiling. 


The Barrow Church is the largest Church in Alaska reporting 155 members in 

the 1946 Minutes of the General Assembly. Sven when I had charge in 1912-1) 

it was crowded every Sunday--except at whaling time when the most of the men were out 
on the ice. that was only for a few weeks each spring. The buildinz has then 
seated with old style kitchen chairs sent up in the "knock dowmm from Seattle. 

& substitute for pews. 


I mover will forget our experience at Laster during the years when I was pastor. 
That was the day we publicly received members, baptized infants, served the communion anc 
took the offering for the Home Missionary Board--Now the Board of National Missions. 


We could get but abput three fourths of our congregation in the house. That was 

in the old original church. High snow drifts were all around the building. Filed 
there by Arctic winds those drifts were almost as hard as a rock. About one-fourth 
of the congregation sat on those drifts outside the church, waiting to be served 

the communione 


These people were all dressed in fur clothing so they suffered no inconvenience, 
The thermometer was between thirty-five and forty degress below zero. At that 
time there was no individual communion set at barrow. We served the wine--non- 
alcoholic grape juice and water mixed--in big goblets. ; 


While the Elders were serving the people out on the snowdrifts, I notice them 

making frequent trips into, the church and going up to the stove. I said to my 
interpreter, "Roy, what are the Eldersdoing?2 He asked a question in Eskimo. 

He received a terse answer. It was in the same language. "What did he say Roy?", 

I asked. He answered, "They're thawing out the wine." 

In serving the wine in the big goblets, at that temperature, they could only serve Pics 
about five people before the wine would freeze. Then the Elders had to come to — 
the stove, thaw.out the wine, @ back and serve another groupe 


Under his ministry Doctor Spencer added some twenty-feet to the building, making 
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it about a hundrediand ten feet long. . Yver this new part of the building 
he made a balcony. It would accommodate about fifty people. Then there 
was the same amount of space downstaris under the balcony. He put a couple 
oi spires on the building, taking away some of its barny appearance, 


I think the whole thing cost the Board less than $5,000. including freight. 


Doctor King former Secretary of the Board of National Missions made a trip 

to Barrow in 19)1 -4 42. When he returned he wrote an article on Barrow and 
his trip. te said the Barrow church stands between two Government buildings. 
& Government school and a Government hospital. Each cost $100,000. or moree 
Then he drew the inference. How does that cheap Presbyterian church look 
beside these two buildings? JI agree with Dr. King. I would like $60,000. 
from the Reconstruction fund for buildings so vastly needed at Barrow.
